Geokas had also_ terminated 
Jung's work in acupuncture treat- 
ment and stalled Jung'sS- Proposal 
for the use of acupuncture，had 
interfered with the EEO investiga- 
tion of Jung's- complaint，and 
made facial jokes _ about Chinese 
Americans. 
DENIES 

Thesettiement in which the VA 
acknowledsged the above acts of 
discrimination，included provi- 
sions that the VA_ would not fur- 
theT discriminate against Jung， 
would pay certain legal ftees in- 
curred ,by Jung，and would con- 
duct sensitivity workshops about 
AsSian Americans for all emPployees 
at the Martinez VA hospital. 

Geokas， however, cuUITently re- 
Imains in his position of chief of 
medical services and faculty mem- 
ber of the UC Davis medical 
school.， He steadfastly denies his 
guilt, arid he has never apologized 
to Jung，HOowever,， a board of in- 
vestigators ffom Washington，DC， 
visited the hospital .recently to 
check on the allegations about 
Geokas contained in the physi- 
cians” letter published in the Mar- 
tinez Papers: 

Clarence Nixon, director of the 
Martinez hospital，said that he is 
“very happy”with the settlement， 
and does not foresee any furtheT 
action to be taken. “Correctivye 
action was taken along the way， 
and the recommended actions were 
all takenm ”he said, adding that the 
recent investigation was just “coO- 
incidental”and didn't reflect any 
hospital intention to.change .Geo- 
kas” ”position , 

The sensitivity workshops have 
not yet been planned; Nixon said，

imony before the Civil Service Comimission, the Veterans 


Administration and the Federal Appeals Review Board， 
clearly and strongly_ supported Dr， Jungs complaint 
that Dr. Geokas had committed acts of discrimination . 
These acts ranged from DTI， Geokas making derogatory 
remarks and mimicking Dr Jung's facial exXpression by 
making his eyesappear slanted, to withholding Dr Jung s 
application for a facultyposition at the UC Davis Medical 
School and removing DI. Jung's name from the on-call

What was growing :up in the 
US _ during the 409S like for two 
Asian American women Was 
it _ like being in ai candy store， 
with everything nice and.sweet2 
Was it like walking by the side 
of a gutter，having mud and 
garbage Splash on your clothing? 
Or was there a middle ground? 

Using conversations and poems， 
filmmakers Allie Light and Irving 
Saraf have broken new ground in 
capturing the essence of two Asian 
American women poets，Mitsuye 
Yamada and Nellie Wong，and 
their experiences growing up in the 
40s. The fm，Mitsuye and Nellie， 
Asian American Poets,” will show 
Sept, 16 at7 and 9 pm at the York 
Theatre, 2780 24th Street. 

SOMBER 

As the two poets speak，the 
audience sees what is left of the 
internment camp in Minidoka， 
Idaho，where once 18,000 people 
were interned and where Yamada 
was interned when she was 17. 
The camp held some happy times 
for the teenagers，like dancing to 
the music of a live band. Yet in 
their Somber moments, these teen- 
agers ITealized that “no matter how 
hard they tried to become Ameri- 
Gan，whatever that is，the fact is 
that in this country an American is 
a White American.” 

In the film，Yamada relates a 
Story about the FEBI，a story very 
different from the angel image of 
the FEBI that was generally 
accepted atthe time，

The agents then dragged Yam- 
adas father out of the poetry 
meeting，and put him in Prison 
without formal charges or a trial.

cussions about being ” Protected 
from the cruel outside world and 
of finding self-idqentity in being a 
Japanese American and being an 
Asian American. 

The viewer then sees the first 
Asian Pacific women's national 
conference held 记 Washington， 
DC in August 1980. 也 xcerpts of 
thbe poem，“Mountain Moving 
Day， are recited in eight 
languages by eight Asian Ameri- 
can women in different costumes， 
The camera then goes into a 
writers “workshop， chaired by 
Yamada and Wong, that discusses 
the need to ,be heard in this 
Society. For them, to be heard isto 
wiite and to be read. 

Then the camera turns to Wong 
and her problems growing up as a 
girl im Oaklands Chinatown. Just 
her getting a Chinese name was a 
problem，as expressed in one of 
her poems. Crowing up with her 
five sisters and one brother posed 
other problems，as dermonstrated 
by supper table conversations， 

Wong's parents coming to the 
US _ from China and being 
admitted to the US was another 
problem. Immigration for some of 
her sisters was also troublesome， 
Before the birth of her brother， 
there was the problem of Wong's 
mother bearing all daughters， 
Later，there was the problem of 
Wongs mother always pressuring

The test of their dreams will 
corme. The two say that when they 
meet “strangers”who have been 
exposed to their work, the acid test 
is; will they link hands with us? 
Will they also see us safely home? 

As far as the two filmmakers 
who made this film are concerned， 
they have indeed linked hands and 
have seen the two poets safely 
home. One of the main reasons for 
making the film was to fil a 
vacuum，The filmmakers found 
during a women's festival that 
there were no films on Asian 
American writers，although films 
on every other ethnic group could 
be found. 

MOTIVATED 

Yamada and Wong came to the 
festival to _ read their poems，and 
met for the first tiine. Listening to 
the two poets, both of whom have 
Published works，the filmmakers 
were motivated to_ write a grant 
PIoposal. 

The National Endowment for 
the Humanities funded them in 
1980，and Betty Siu Jung Wong 
was selected to score the mnusic
